Proposed  Revision 
Of  Juvenile  Law 


Using  as  his  subject  “The  Proposed 
Revision  of  the  Juvenile  Court  Law,” 
B.  H.  Robinson,  secretary  of  the 
Utah  Juvenile  Cpurt  Commission, 
lectured  in  College  Hall  at  10:30,  Fri- 
day, January  30.  The  proposed  revi- 
sion, as  was  taken  up  by  Mr.  Robi- 
son, follows  the  uniform  law  prepared 
by  the  National  Prohibition  Associa- 
tion. 

At  the  present  time  the  various 
sections  of  the  state  law  in  juvenUe 
delinquency  are  badly  scattered  and 
rather  contradictory.  The  revision 
will  codify  these  statutory  regulations 
dealing  with  the  subject. 

Utah  is  one  of  the  few  states  with 
a separate  system  of  courts  for  juven- 
iles, and  it  is  thought  that  under  the 
proposed  revision  there  is  opportunity 
to  develop  the  best  state-wide  juvenile 
court  of  America.

It  is  expect- 
ed that  he  will  inspect  the  Utah 
State  Mental  Hospital  while  in 
Provo,  as  he  is  the  chairman  of 
the  State  Board  of  Insanity.

“Men  of  the  twentieth  century  In 
their  scientific  effort  have  been 
searching  for  God  but  have  not  found 
Him.”  Such  was  the  theme  of  the 
lecture  which  Dr.  Hugh  M.  Wood- 
ward presented  to  the  large  crowd  at 
the  general  assembly  of  the  Thurs- 
day program  of  Leadership  Week. 
President  B.  H.  Roberts,  of  the  First 
Quorum  of  the  Seventy,  the  second 
speaker  of  the  program,  indorsed  this 
conclusion  and  presented  new  angles 
of  the  modern  conception  of  God. 

Illustrating  “The  Social  Trend  and 
Problems  of  Social  Control,”  subject 
of  the  lectures,  Dr.  Woodward  pre- 
sented the  various  attitudes  of  skep- 
ticism developed  by  the  many  enlight- 
ening scientific  discoveries.  He  told 
of  the  social  effect  caused  by  the 
large  democratic  public  school  system 
and  of  the  moral  skepticism  of  the 
last  thirty  years.  President  Roberts 
talked  of  the  same  general  theme  and 
used  as  illustration  the  different 
theories  of  planetary  systems  from 
past  astronomers  to  the  theories  of  the 
present  day  astronomers.

did  not  fully  understand  what  the 
Prophet  meant,  neither  did  the  apos- 
tles of  old  understand  what  the  Savior 
meant  when  speaking  of  his  death 
and  resurrection,”  said  Elder  Smith. 

Sidney  Rigdon  claimed  that  the 
Prophet  took,  too,  the  powers  of 
Presidency  with  him,  and  that  he  be- 
ing counselor  should  be  the  guardian 
of  thd  church. 

A general  assembly  under  the 
direction  of  Brigham  Young  was  call- 
ed to  determine  a leader.  Here  Sid- 
ney had  the  privilege  of  stating  his 
claims.  Then  Brigham  Young  stood 
forth,  he  appeared  as  the  Prophet 
and  spoke  as  with  his  voice. 

Elder  Smith  said,  “When  the  Lord 
restored  Ke}^  to  the  Prophet,  as  far

namely,  the  telestial,  the  terrestial, 
and  the  celestial  kingdom.  He  said 
every  person,  no  matter  how  wicked, 
would  be  resurrected  through  the 
atonement  of  Jesus  Christ.  He  then 
explained  that  the  most  wicked  and 
corrupt  would  dwell  forever  in  the 
telestial  kingdom  where  they  would 
be  deprived  the  sight  and  company 
of  God.  The  honest,  upright  men  and 
women  that  had  led  stainless  lives 
but  had  not  accepted  the  Gospel  of 
the  Lord  would  be  placed  in  the  ter- 
restial world.  Those  who  had  led 
blameless  lives  and,  accepted  the  Gos 
pel  would  be  placed  in  the  celestial 
kingdom,  where  they  would  enjoy  the 
graciousness  and  mercy  of  God. 

Elder  Smith  stressed  the  import- 
ance of  the  teachings  of  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
by  showing  that  all  ordinances  that 
we  expound  to  the  world  were 
garding  the  celestial  kingdom.
